Report damage to crops has 
been arrested in some districts of the 
Prairie: Provinces by good rains and 
less ecessive temperatures, but de- 
terioration over a considerable area 
continues. 


In Manitoba, crop prospects are still 
generaliy good. In southeastern, 
northeastern and parts of west-cen- 
tral Saskatchewan, in the Peace River 
area ana the southwestern district of 
Alberta, crop conditions continue fair- 
ly favorable. Cutting of wheat has 
commenced in a few areas in Mani- 
toba. An infestation of wheat-stem 
sawfly is reported in many districts of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Sugar 
beet crops in Manitoba and Alberta 
Sre progressing satisfactorily. In 
Quebec Povince, favorable conditions 
have prevailed during the past week 
and crops have made good progress, 
with fair to good yields in prospect. 
In Ontario, harvesting operations are 
advancing rapidly and fair to good 
yields of fall wheat are reported, but 
below-average returns are indicated 
for spring wheat, barley and oats. 
Corn, roots, tobacco and other late 
crops are showing good progress, al- 
though more rain would be bencficial 
in many districts, particularly for 
pastures. In the Maritime Provinces, 
recent rains and warm weather have 
been beneficial and the outlook for all 
crops is favorable, In British Colum- 
bia, cooler weather, with scattered 
showers, during the past weck has 
been beneficial to all crops.

HIBERNATION IN CANCER 

Hibernation, or in other words, 
“freezing,”’ in cases of hopeless can- 
cer has been tried in six cases by 
doctors in Philadelphia. It was not 
expected that the treatment would 
effect a cure. The use of low temper- 
atures was adopted in crder to learn 
if the treatment would reiard the 
cancerous process or alleviate the 
pain. In the cases subjected to hib- 
ernation, as the process is called, the 
body is subjected to a general reduc- 
tion of body temperatures below the 
critical level of 95 degrees F. 

It has been observed that cancers 
occur most frequently in areas as- 
soc'atea with higher than usual tem- 
peratures, such as the breast, uterus 
and gastro-intestinal tract. Like. 
wise the occurrence of metastatic tu- 
mours, (that is etxension of the pro- 
cess) is usually in areas with nigher 
than the ordinary temperature of 
the body (98.6) such as the lungs, 
liver and brain. Cancer thrives best

| The aim:of the experiments was to 
; reduce body temperatures below the 
| critical level of 95 degrees F., which 
| would cause a constriction of the 
blood Vessels and cause less blood to 
flow through the cancerous organ, 
There were no deaths during the 
treatment. Two of the patients are 
alive and fairly comfortable seven 
and eight months after the treatment. 
A ray of hope was thus afforded by- 
hibernation and all the patients re- 
| quested the experiment. 

The lowest temperatures obtained 
during treatment was 83.2 rectal. 
The hours spent in hibernation rang- 
ed from nine and a half to 54 and a 
half. The living patients were en- 
tirely free from pain or three months 
and still get on comfortably without 
narcotics, 

X-ray studies of the survivors show 
that the cancer is pragressing so that 
the only results so far claimed for 
| the procedure is that it relieves pain. 
|The doctors responsible for the ex- 
periment say that “Freezing” is haz- 
ardous and not justifiable in the treat- 
jment of hopeless cancer.
